On Sunday morning at 0:08 
o'clock, Mr. John B. Dryden, Sr., 
our boyhood friend and compan- 
ion, answered the last summons, 
after as brave a fight as we ever 
saw, lasting for over eight long 
month j. 

Jphn B. Dryden was the NO Ol 
the late, Mr. James H. Dryden 
. and wife, and was bom and raited 
in this city, although be lived for 
a time, with his parents, in War- 
saw, Ky., Louisville, Ky., and in 
Indiana. He was G3 years old in 
January last. 

He learned the printing busi- 
ness when a lad in tbeold Yeoman 
nihce, then owned by the late 
Col. S. L M. Major. 

At the oons men cement of the 
civil war, he enlisted in the com- 
pany of Capt. Jus. R. Page, in the 
9th Kentucky Cavalry. I'. 8. A., 
commanded by Col. R. T. Jacob, 
and made a brave soldier, being 

promoted to Commissary Ser- 
geant. After the regiment was 
mustered out Mr. Dryden was em- 
ployed in thu Adjutant General's 
department as a commissary ser- 
geant. He filled every position 
be occupied with efficiency and 
fidelity. 

In young manhood ne was mar- 
ried to Miss Catherine Bantu, 
daughter of the late Mr. H. G. 
Banta, and they have lived B eon- 
genial and happy life — devoted to 
each other, in sunshine and in 
storm. 

To them were given eleven chil- 
dren — five sons and six daughter! 
— of whom four sons (Jas. H., 
John B., Jr., Edwin M., and 
Pruett B. Dryden ) and

daughters (Mrs. E. Church Tins- 
ley, Mrs. Ross A. McCallum and 
Miss Ida .. ryden) survive him, 
together with his devoted wife. 

After engaging in one or two 
Other enterprises, he finally re- 
turned to his first love and began 
the publication of a daily news- 
paper in this city, in conjunction 
with others. Finding business 
with partners not according to 
his taste, he sold out. After a 
few months he returned to the 
business and issued the Sunday 
Call,, which ran a short while as 
a weekly, but was soon enlarged 
to an afternoon daily, and which 
he lias oontinnd lor over sixteen 
years. 

We were bii companion and 
friend in boyhood and have 
always been together as friends 
from that day to the sad hour 
when lie laid down life's burden. 

He was a member of the Pint 
Presbyterian Church of this city, 
and the funeral service- were con- 
ducted from that church, on 
Tuesday afternoon, by Rev. J. 0.

Always 
I responsive to the call of duty, 
always foremost in works of pro- 
gressive citizenship, kindly and 
liberal in ministrations among 
the needy, and buoyant and bright 
I in the social circles of everyday 
life, and exemplary in the affec- 
tion and devotion he always man- 
1 ifested towards his friends and 
his family, there was not a day 
'nor an hour that did not end 
j better by his having lived in 
1 them. 

His friends were legion; his 
purposes were for human better- 
ment; the genial, habitual sun- 
shine of his nature created bright- 
ness and warmth — there was 
nothing sordid or narrow in his 
disposition — his wavs were ways 
of peace and kindliness, and liis 
death is deeply lamented by all 
who knew him.

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 

Healdsburg, Cal., Aug. 20, 1900. 
Editor Roundabout: 

I have just returned from a two 
weeks' camp on the coast at old 
Fort R"ss, forty miles west of 
here. This was 'an old settlement 
of the Russians in the early part 
of the last century, in their en- 
deavor to wrest California from 
the Mexicans.- They erected two 
block houses, a barracks and a 
small primitive Greek Catholic 
Church. The Russians were par- 
tially bought and driven out, and 
the " place fell into American 
hands. These buildings used to 
be quite an interesting landmark, 
which I have visited several times, 
before. On former visits the old 
church was about as the Russians 
had left it, with rustic altar, old- 
fashioned benches, crucifix, and 
many other Russian relics, but 
the earthquake tumbled matters 
around, and the old church lies 
spread out on the ground.
